REPORT THE EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR 
THE ANNUAL MEETING SAN FRANCISCO 
(Abridged) 

The year’s work has seen but few changes the 
League’s general purposes, its fundamental program, 
and the methods has adopted. brief restatement 
its purposes may order. 

The League project the democratic organi- 
zation child welfare service. group child welfare 
agencies and institutions that have approximately simi- 
lar standards have banded themselves together help 
each other—(a) inter-society case work (which led 
the inception the project) and (b) exchange 
information, useful forms and literature, and 
usable methods. 

The League seeks learn the needs its members 
and meet them promptly possible, either 
correspondence, publication personal visit. 

The League interprets modern child welfare work 
many occasions. colleges and universities, 
lunch clubs, women’s clubs, councils social agencies 
and community chests, the fundamental principles are 
presented vivid and helpful way 

The various members the staff are available 
lead discussions conduct institutes and lecture courses 
some field child welfare—often free—usually 
below cost fees. 

The League being increasingly turned for 
studying, appraising, criticizing and reshaping the work 
children’s agencies and institutions. sought 
governors states, boards managers, councils 
agencies and community chests survey the fields 
many cities and states. This now practically 
self-supporting basis. 

The interrelations that most our members sustain 
seem lead them feel that survey form ser- 
vice that needed their own cities. this respect 
survey service our members and goodly number 
have already borne testimony its help their own 
communities. survey work useful where good work 
already being done, not surprising that many 
calls for such service are coming from cities where the

that such advertisements have worked much mischief 
and should not published any self-respecting 
newspaper. Only small imagination needed com- 
prehend the dangers involved. the case the 
anguished mother both she and her baby boy obviously 
are objects protected society. Life pinching 
her and $100, her distorted view, would give merciful 
relief. Perhaps her plight only temporary. one 
will doubt the natural right the child mother love 
and association, temporary financial misfortunes can 
bridged. Babies are not inanimate chattels, 
sold and bought. The case demands investigation. 

“Society has something say about who shall adopt 
babies. The legal system provides certain safeguards, 
but generally adoption easy. Are the “childless 
couple” not only able support 10-year-old girl, 
but would they fit parents? Who judge that 
question, the court indifferent, investiga- 
tion made? Time without number have heard 
the misery children that were taken adoption 
designing persons, women who wished make drudges 
them ormen who wished toexploit them other ways. 

“Tn our view such advertisements are violation 
the journalistic code. not doubt that thousands 
children have found good homes through classified 
columns, but the perils are much too great, especially 
the unprotected child, warrant the practice. 
There simple way out. When such copy appears, 
the advertiser’s name and address should taken. 
should then directed any number local 
children’s aid societies, racial religious differences 
being considered. the same time the responsible 
officers such children’s aid societies should given 
the name and address the advertiser and thus 
able investigate the case. When skilled social 
workers know the facts and agree that the advertising 
columns would aid the cause the persons involved 
such copy may, our opinion, accepted.”

The International Conference doubtless but the 
first series international conferences. was 
interesting and profitable gathering, where was pos- 
sible come contact with the leaders social work 
all parts the world. The first meeting, while 
probably brought but few its attendants any new 
light complicated social problems, made possible 
that acquaintanceship with international leaders and 
international problems which later years may become 
basis for social advance. 

The establishment the International Institute 
Child Welfare Montevideo, Uruguay, and the ad- 
hesion the United States member, beginning 
for that international fellowship and understanding both 
social work and other lines thought which al! 
must welcome. The next meeting the Pan-Ameri- 
can Congress will held Lima, Peru, next year. 
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October, 1928, the League called two-day con- 
ference New York all members that wished 
represented discuss methods publicity and money 
raising child welfare agencies. Representatives 
agencies attended. was voted success and they 
asked that another conference held 1929. This 
likely held early this fall. 

During the year child welfare surveys and studies 
were undertaken Cincinnati, Niagara Falls, New 
Hampshire, Omaha, and Kenosha, Wisconsin, and 
year’s demonstration was begun October, 1928, 
connection with the Indianapolis Orphan Asylum.

the general field children’s work there are also 
few things record. The tendency add social 
case workers the staffs institutions becoming 
very noticeable. The purpose back this movement 
most commendable. There are certain dangers con- 
nected with which must taken into account. 

Too often person chosen the social case 
worker who has knowledge training for the work. 
The experiment frequently fails utterly and case work 
discredited, when there was really case work in- 
volved. other cases when good social worker had 
been chosen there was chance for her showing the 
advantageous results case work, for the superin- 
tendent matron was not committed the logical 
results such program. When such cases the plan 
led speedier turnover the population, removed 
from the institution some very promising children 
either their own homes those relatives, 
foster homes after some stay the institution, and the 
numbers began shrink somewhat, the conflict in- 
terests was on. Superintendents institutions and 
boards trustees should not add social workers unless 
they have acquired the same interest the child who 
goes out into the community and does well they have 
the child the institution who does well. Only 
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this way can the interest case work and institutional 
care harmonized. When this happens the institu- 
tion usually becomes more vital instrument child 
care. 

foster home care three facts seem prominent: 
First, several our strong members are receiving fewer 
children into care because they the family agencies 
associated with them have saved more family situa- 
tions from breakup. second fact the noticeable and 
praiseworthy tendency emphasize better work 
homefinding and usually creating special depart- 
ment for homefinding where the circumstances permit. 
third fact the increasingly well-organized medical 
programs pay basis for preventive service the 
children under care, including systematic follow-up. 

The National Training School for Institution Execu- 
tives and Other Workers Dobbs Ferry, New York, 
becomes October Ist part the New York School 
Social Work. This cannot help but provide more 
thorough training than can done through affiliation 
with any one institution. The Children’s Village, whose 
pioneer work was very commendable, will continue 
have some part giving those registered for institution 
work the results their experience. 

The School Applied Social Sciences Western Re- 
serve University has also taken steps provide suitable 
courses for training institution workers. Cleveland has 
some good institutions which the field work for insti- 
tution workers can undertaken. 

There need for similar courses other schools 
order that institution workers who cannot far away 
from their own localities can get additional training. 
addition would well schools social work also 
provided summer other short courses for institution 
workers taken only those already the 

The dearth children’s workers has not yet been 
relieved. has had some advantages that the 
scarcity has led paying higher salaries. But 
feared that this has not yet helped children’s work 
general very much. Additional schools should 
encouraged provide training children’s work where 
good grade children’s work being done local 
agencies which can provide the necessary field work. 
Training family case work good foundation but 
not enough for the person who the specific 
work homefinding and placement and protective 
work for children. 

the League’s financial status becomes increasingly 
dependent upon the contributions its member agen- 
cies its work should have increasing measure the 
scrutiny its constituent members and increasing 
measure should seek learn its members’ needs and 
obtain its members’ suggestions for further service. 

While are still the period transition from 


substantial subsidization foundations practical 
self-support from funds coming from our members, 
much progress has been made the latter direction. 
expect that about $23,000 will obtained this 
year from our members quota contributions, which 
increase about $3,000 over the previous year. 
Certain additional contributions toward this total have 
already been pledged for 1930. believe, therefore, 
that the general plan depending for the most part 
quota contributions approved our membership. 

Any plan for support for national agencies has its 
embarrassments and the plan follow not without 
them. These are most marked for the public agencies 
whose personnel unable obtain funds under the 
statutes and procedure force even though they be- 
lieve that they have received general benefits and spe- 
cial expert assistance from the League. There are also 
certain members the League private service whose 
boards directors are not yet persuaded that some 
their funds may used for benefits coming from ser- 
vices national agencies and from national affiliation 
even though these same agencies not hesitate pay 
for services that may rendered them financial 
auditors and filing and other experts. 

The board directors and the executive director and 
his staff not make any distinction its constituent 
members, however, whether they have made quota con- 
tributions not, when comes torendering any needed 
service. quite conceivable that the member which 
for one reason another has been prevented from 
making quota contribution may stand some time 
the greatest need service. entitled this 
service and stand ready give prompt response 
our power meet the need. Our budget for 
1929 $65,760.

INSTITUTION NEWS 


The Juvenile Department the Wisconsin State 
Board Control, under the leadership Miss Elizabeth 
Yerxa, Director, supplemented its routine activities 
holding its first institute for institutional workers July 
12, the State Public School, Sparta, Wisconsin.

Lunch was served the School each day 
the entire group, and the opening day the Institute 
dinner was given Mr. Lehman, superin- 
tendent the State School, and Mrs. Lehman, which 
all the “pupils” attended.

MORE ABOUT HOUSEKEEPING SERVICE 


The annual report the Jewish Home Finding So- 
ciety, Chicago, for 1928, reviews the changes and prog- 
ress made during the five year period which ended 
December 31, 1928.

This habit has 
never made strong appeal us, and certainly not 
requirement. this case was imposed upon every 
child, for they were all required say Mama and Papa 
when addressing the superintendent and his wife. This 
was arbitrary and must confessed was rather silly. 
One easily infers that the reason for such requirement 
arises from the fact that would give the impression 
visitor that the children were deeply devoted those 
placed over them ‘tutors and governors.’ The infer- 
ence would that the children prefer call them 
these endearing parental names. would have been 
artificial and way questionable they had merely 
been allowed use these titles. But know that they 
were compelled use them brings one almost the 
point charging that was stupid enough justly 
designated wicked. The Daddy title assumed 
some institutional authorities occasionally show the 
public how devoted the little fatherless children are 
the one who takes father’s place for life. is, however, 
quite unnatural, and not many persons are fooled it. 
Why not natural this matter? have had very 
little Connie Maxwell Orphanage, and 
would not entirely unhappy say had had none 
it. must remembered that sometimes child 
may playful way Daddy Mother someone who 
really not his parent. But child will not this 
left entirely himself. Where much this practiced 
institution, may always sure that affec- 
tation and that has been encouraged someone. 


curious form vanity that makes grown wish 
children adopt such practice. safe thing and 
fine thing have perfectly natural situation, and 
allow nothing forced arbitrary. Love may 
shown and real kindness given without such attempt 
play make believe.

AND PRACTICE THIRTEEN HOSPITALS 
THE TREATMENT THE 
UNMARRIED MOTHER 
(Continued from June BULLETIN) 

Let recapitulate this point the policies and prac- 
tices Hospital Social Service shown both the 
statistical data and the statement policy each 
department accompanying the data. 

Eight the Departments stated that their policy 
was elastic and that they considered each case indi- 
vidually. Upon further analysis, however, was 
learned 

Five Departments transferred the case directly 
children’s agency after the first interview (these de- 
partments had referred only three cases month). 

Four Departments tried complete the adjustment 
after the convalescent period, but the adjustment was 
not completed, transferred the case that time. 

One Department carried each case for indefinite 
period time, maintaining supervision for years, 
necessary, and referring other agencies for definite 
services while maintaining major case work responsi- 
bility. (This Department has worker who handles 
only maternity cases and who carries small load.) 

One Department did not handle such cases but trans- 
ferred them immediately. 

One Department had policy. 

One Department had previously had the policy 
handling those problems apparently easy adjust, 
and those apparently difficult adjust, 
but present writing had abandoned the obstetrical 
service. 

Two Departments considered the question taking 
responsibility for out-of-town and out-of-state patients 
—and advised that while they ordinarily attempted 
fix responsibility with the local community, that they 
considered first the need the patient—and did not 
return patient her community there were re- 
sources there handle her problem. 

Department answered the question regarding 
arrangements for paternal support the child. 

What general principles can deduct from this 
medley practice and theory? The following, ten- 
tative though they are, wish present outline 
for future procedure: 


The unmarried mother ward dispensary 
presents medical social problem which the re- 
sponsibility the Hospital Social Service Department 
treat case work basis. 

The successful handling unmarried mother 
cases involves many facets case work adjustment, 
legal procedure and special technique that when the 
number such cases any department large, 
specialized worker workers should engaged 
handle these. (Two Departments are equipped.) 

When transfer another social agency de- 
termined upon should take place the earliest pos- 
sible time the handling the case. 

When social case work determined upon, should 
continue long the exigencies the case demand. 

When the community equipped through chil- 
dren’s agencies give adequate care additional 
number illegitimacy cases according the highest 
work standards, Hospital Social Service should 
endeavor focus the responsibility for the social ad- 
justment the majority these cases children’s 
agencies.

The Department Commerce announces that for 
the birth-registration area 1927, exclusive Massa- 
chusetts and Utah, from which complete returns have 
not yet been received, the birth rate for 1928 was 19.7 
compared with 20.7 for 1927. The highest birth 
rate reported 1928 (27.5 per 1,000 population) 
shown for North Carolina and the lowest (14.4) for 
Washington. For the same area the death rate for 
1928 was 12.3 compared with 11.4 for 1927. The 
infant mortality rate for this area for 1928 shows 
increase compared with 1927, the rates being for 
1928 and 64.6 for 1927. The highest infant mortality 
rate for 1928 (142.2) was that for Arizona, and the 
lowest (46.9) that for Oregon. the cities 
100,000 more population according the 1920 
census, the 1928 infant mortality rates were higher than 
those the previous year, the highest 1928 rate (99.3) 
being for Nashville, Tenn., and the lowest (42.7) for 
Seattle, Wash.—(Press release Bureau the Census, 
July 22, 1929.)
